HIS EARLY LIFE. 
JULIAN PENOIT, the 
eleven children, was born in Sept 
moncel, a mountain village in the 
great Jura range, rar ‘e, on the 17th 
day of October, 1505. 

At the early age of eight years he 
was sent to St. Claude, the Episcopal 
city, to begin his college studies. He 
remained there eight years, and then 
went to the Seminary of Vaud to be- 
gin the study of philoxophy.
